VER since Henry Ford announced the coming of a new 

model to replace the time-honored Model T there has 

been a great deal of loose talk regarding an impending “war” 
between Ford and General Motors, 

Now talk of “war,” even a commercial conflict, is always 
unsettling. To the manufacturers the idea that they are 
coming to death grips with rivals, that price-cutting and 
radical changes must be looked for, disturbs the even tenor 
of normal development.

Ford car will be a car that will appeal to the great mass of 
people. Naturally that car must meet present conditions, 
but the basic idea is likely to be the same,” says Mr. Sloan. 

Gen- 
eral Motors’ idea is to make a car of greater luxury than the 
Ford—a car that properly belongs to the next higher price 
class. With every price car there is a definite market. This

“Any manufacturer that will give to the public a definite | 
number of dollars’ worth of value and do it constructively | 
and honestly will get a certain proportion of the market that | 
belongs to that number of dollars. It is purely a question | 
of giving the public honest value- 

“There is plenty of opportunity in the world today for 
Mr. Ford to give the public honest value, which of course 
he will do, with the result that he will sell an enormous 
number of cars per year, and there is equal opportunity for 
General Motors to give the public honest value at a higher 
price and likewise sell a very large number of cars per year. 

“To make a long story short, it seems to me that both 
Ford and General Motors are governed by the same economic 
principle, viz., to give the greatest possible value in their 
respective price classes. There is absolutely no reason why 
General Motors cannot today give a greater per dollar value 
than any one in the world. That is why I say upon analysis 
the problem does not look so complicated as you newspaper 
people are trying to make it out to be.” 

Undoubtedly the line of demarcation among purchasers 
of the Ford car and the lowest priced unit in the General 
Motors line will be somewhat vague. Chevrolet salesmen 
will undoutedly find purchasers hesitating between Ford and 


their car. The same will be true of Ford salesmen. There 
will be a healthy competition between the two lines. This 


will keep salesmen “on their toes,” so to speak. Both manu- 
facturers will benefit by this competition because it will 
keep the entire organizations keyed up and hot after busi- 
ness. But the great “war” between Ford and General Motors 
once more retires to the shadows wherein is to be found 
that traditional bugaboo, “the saturation point.” 


Mr. Sloan is to be congratulated upon his calm, logi- 
cal and convincing statement, which should finally lay 
the ghost of a commercial war between the two largest 
units in the great automotive industry. 








Special from A, D. N. Detroit Bureau 

Washington, Cct. 3—A total of 
75,600 miles of Federal aid highways 
either have been completed or are 
under construction since the incep- 
tion of the Federal aid highway 
program in 1917, the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads announced 
in a report today. 

The total cost was $1,522,661,467 
up to August 31 last. Between 1917 
and July 1 of this year the total 


construction was 60,957, at a cost of 
$1,154,740,601, of which the Federal 
government paid $510,000,000. Since 
June 30 a total of 812 miles was 
completed. There are 13,831 miles 
under construction, and 2,249 miles 
have been approved for construc- 
tion for which there is now $57,- 
755,892 of Federal funds available. 


HAITIAN RUBBER PLANTING 
CONFINED TO ‘GARDENING’

ASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Ameri- 

can export trade in tires and 
tubes with the Near East shows 
marked increases, the rubber 
division of the Department of 
Commerce announced today. 
During the first six months of this 
year American manufacturers

shipped 24,104 tires and tubes, as | 


compared with 16,552 for the same 
period of 1926, or a gain of 46 per 
cent. The value of tire materials 
exported increased from $5,589 to 
$16,773, or 200 per cent. 

The increase of 46 per cent. 
exports into the Near East far ex- 
ceeded the 24 per cent. in automo- 
bile registrations. Exports from the 
principal tire manufacturing com- 
panies for the first six months of 
this year were nearly 62,000. or 59 
per cent. of the entire year of 1926. 

The Near East markets, it was 
pointed out, are  pre-eminently 
French and British, but the larger 
gains during the first half year have | 
been made by the United States and | 
Canada. | 

An American.make leads in sales 
in Aden, followed by Dunlop and 
Michelin. Introduction of new prod- | 
ucts in this market, a report says, 
is usually regarded with suspicion. 
In Cairo, Egypt, Michelin leads, fol- 
lowed by two American makes. An 
American make is first in the Pal- 
estine market, which, however, has

In Kingston, Jamaica, the demand 
for casings is increasing. Michelin 
tires were introduced in this mar- 
ket in May with an extensive adver- 
tising campaign, and a general re- 
duction in prices was made by all 
dealers in order to meet the new 
competition. There is a sharp re- 
bating and discount practice in this 
market, a report points out. 

Michelin led in sales during the 
second quarter in Uruguay, followed 
by an American make, Dunlop, and 
six Americans. 


Tests Show Tire Wear on 
Various Highway Surfaces 


Chicago, Oct. 3.—A study of the 
wear of automobile tires has been 
made to determine, as far as pos- 
sible, the destructive effect of dif- 
ferent types of road surfaces on the 
tread rubber so that, in so far as 
possible, surfaces may be so im- 
proved as to make the total cost of 
building and maintaining road sur- 
faces and of operating the traffic 
over them a minimum, according to 
Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club. 

The cost of tires is one element 
of the cost of operating motor ve- 
hicles; and may well be studied. 

The University of Kansas, co- 
operating with the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads and the 
State College of Washington, has 
conducted a2 series of tests in an 
effort to determine the loss of tread 
rubber caused by several types of 
road surfaces. including concrete, 
brick and bitulithic pavements, pen- 
etration macadam, and several types 
of gravel and broken stone. The 
following tentative conclusions have 
been drawn from the few data now 
available :— 

1. Tire wear 
speed. 

2. Tire wear increases with the 
temperature. High temperatures 
are very destructive ‘fo tires.

Bizarre Effects Attract; 
| Financing Offers

The increasing impor- 


|tance to the American man- 
ufacturer of the Chinese and 
Japanese automobile markets 
is best demonstrated by the 
fact that the total number of 
cars reported in use in these 
two countries increased from 
19,000 in 1924 to almost 43,- 
000 this year, representing” a 
gain of 218 per cent. 

Of the automobile imports in 
China in 1921, about 51 per cent. 
were of American makes, while in 
1926 the figure has increased to 72 
per cent. Conversely, the American 
percentage of imports into the Jap- 
anese market has shown some de- 
cline, falling from 96 per cent. in 
1919 to about 70 per cent. in 1926. 

The United Kingdom is America 
greatest competitor in China, while 
France has ranked ahead of the 
English during the lJast two year: 
in Japan. 

A survey by the automotive di- 
vision of the Department of Com- 
merce showed that the Orienial 
does not appreciate mechanical 
distinctions and improvement of 
the automobile, his interest being 
primari!y in the exterior finish, 
with a strong liking fer bizarre 
effects in body design.

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Many Dealers Lose Repeat Orders 
Because They Fail to Push Service 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


VERY well known and 

popular make of car con- 
ducted a national service sales 
plan, employing billboards to 
get the message across. 

That “What comes after the pur- 
chase price?” slogan was not, the 
writer believes, originated as a serv- 
ice slogan, but indirectly.it was be- 
cause every owner knows what 
comes after the purchase price, i. €., 
the cost of maintenance. 

A great many owners, however, 
do not know that the reason why 
maintenance costs were too high 
was their fault, not that of the 
ear or the service in back of it. 
And the pitiful part of this high 
maintenance cost is that there is 
a type of owner who, when believ- 
ing he has been stung, will not 
shout it from the housetops, but 
quietly quits the dealer’s service 
station and goes to the indepen- 
dent. 


Now here is where that contact 
referred to in a previous article 
functions. For a long, long time the 
sales departments of the dealers 
have been so busy selling and the 
service department repairing that 
the failure of a large per cent. of 
owners to revisit the service depart- 
ment has been overlooked. 

A check up under the conditions 
referred to show that very few deal- 
ers were servicing 65 per cent. of the 
cars they sold and which were still 
in the dealer’s territory. That this 
is a conservative figure is proved by 
the number of independent shops. 
And the increasing number of inde- 
pendent shops, the majority of which 
make a living at service, prove the 
contention that owners desert the 
dealer. 

Under the old conditions it was 
not uncommon for a salesman to 
report that Brown, Smith or Jones 
would not buy again or that he had 
bought another make. And it was 
not always a case of the competing 
dealer making a better trade-in al- 
lowance either. The greater major- 
ity of owners did not return to the 
service department of the dealer or 
buy again because they held the 
maintenance charges were too high 
or the service poor. Either offends 
the owner. Combined they make 
the owner peeved. 

It was not until the sales depart- 
ments woke up to the fact that ser- 
vice, maintenance costs had some- 
thing to do with the repeat, that 
certain dealers decided there was 
something in this service subject. 
And a certain number of dealers 
called in their service heads and 
conferred with them. The records 
of buyers were gone over as were 
the records of the service depart- 
ment and the results were quite 
surprising to the dealers. 

And these dealers asked WHY? 

The service head without sales 
or executive ability other than 
getting the work out right did not 
know, or at least his alibis proved 
he didn’t. But the real service 
head did. He informed his chief 
that service was a commodity that 
required selling and that, inas- 
much as the lost customers would 
not respond to service letters, that 
there was only one thing to do, 
and that was to go to the cus- 
tomer. 

As a result, the service head and 
sales manager got together and an 
outside service salesman was em- 
ployed. He was a trained mechanic 
with sales ability, and he was turned 
loose with a car and a list of cus- 
tomers. The wiser dealers did 
not inform this outside man the 
whys and wherefores, but told him 
to call on the customers listed, look 
over their cars and find out why 
they dropped the dealer’s service. 

This is not anything new. Many 
dealers employ outside men to 
check up. Some manufacturers 
employ a similar plan. But too 
many dealers do not make any ef- 
fort to ascertain whether or not the 
customer is satisfied with his buy 
until it is time to sell him a new 
car. And that is generally too late. 

The writer has checked over a 
great many reports made by these 
outside service salesmen and in 
various sections of the country. 
It is surprising the number of 
owners who, when called upon,

“We have not yet taken full ad- 
vantage of the bus, this new but 
most important transportation 
tool, Sawyer said. “We have by no 
means fully co-ordinated the bus 
and the electric car. But we are 
convinced that the bus is here to 
stay. We need it; we shall 
utilize it. 


“The day of the bus as a fad has 


gone. Some of those now in opera- 
tion are unnecessary. The bus can- 
not and must not compete in the 
same territory with the electric car, 
for that is uneconomical, inefficient 
and a waste of the car rider’s money. 

“High-pressure methods of sales- 
manship and_ overenthusiastic 
statements of fact have been detri- 
mental to the sound development of 
the bus as a responsible transporta- 
tion medium. This year marks defi- 
nite progress in determining the 
sound economic basis for fitting the 
bus and the car together in the in- 
terests of better transportation for 
the communities served. I see new 
developments ahead in the applica- 
tion of the bus as a transportation 
vehicle whereby it will expand its 
present usefulness.” 

Sawyer stressed what he said 
were the comparative operating 
eosts of railways and automobiles 
per passenger, holding that the rail- 
way car still provides the cheapest 
form of transportation
